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DETAILED ACTION 

L Formal Matters 

A. The Amendment dated 6/7/05 has been entered into the record. 

B. Claims 1 1-17 are pending and are the subject of this Office Action. 

C. All Statutes under 35 USC not found in this Office Action can be found, cited in full, in a 
previous Office Action. 

2. Priority 

A. The claim to Foreign Priority has been confirmed as seen in parent application 
09/011,027. 

3. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, first paragraph - enablement 

A. The rejection of claims 11-17 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicants' amendment to the claims to remove the term "fragments" and to add the 
limitation recommended by the Examiner. 

4. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, first paragraph - written description 

A. The rejection of claims 1 1-17 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicants' amendment to the claims to remove the term "fragments" and to add the 
limitation recommended by the Examiner. 

B. Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The claims recite "compositions for promoting the healing of wounds with reduced 
scarring" and "compositions for promoting the healing of chronic wounds." These are genus 
claims. Applicants have not provided adequate written description of any compound meeting the 
limitations of these claims. No species are described, or structurally contemplated, within the 
instant specification. Therefore, one skilled in the art cannot reasonably visualize or predict the 
compounds which would structurally characterize this genus of compounds; thereby not meeting 
the written description requirement under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph.
